LONG BRANCH, August 31.—The attention 
of Gen. Grant has been calledtothe va- 
rious publications describing the frequent 
Visits on his part to Vice-President Arthur 
to consultations with the Vice-President and 
other public men in reference to political 
contingencics in Washington.

PRETTY MUCH LAID OUTIL, 


A Sort of a Cyclone of Blood in and 
Around Mt. Sterling, Kentucky. 


MT. STERLING, Ky., August 31.—This 
morning the Big Sandy construction -train 
ran over a mail carrier in aspring wagon at 
Case Station, on the road from Owingsville to 
Olympian Springs, and gkilled the horse, 
smashed the wagon and knocked .the negro 
boy out of the way. At the depot here a pis- 
tol in the hands of a railroad employe was 
acecidentaily discharged and_ the ball 
penetrated the back of another 
colored hand, making a dangerous 
wound. A general row occurred among the 
colored railroad hands in Furleyville, a 
negro suburb of this town, in which anum- 
ber of shots were tired and one fellow had 
his mouth pretty much cut off with a knife. 

War bas broken out between the sur- 
veyars of the Coal Road andthe George- 
town and Paris load, and the 
Governor will be called upon to 
squash the belligerents by sending up the mi- 
litia.

ANOTHER MURDER. 


Orrin H. Long Dies Froma Frac- 
ture of the Skull. 


His Death the Result of Injuries Re- 
ceived on the 24th Inst. 


A few minutes after 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, Orrin H. Long, the private watchman at 
the car stables of the Market Street Line, died 
at his home, No. 1905 Walnut street, of inju- 
ries received at the hands of a crowd of 
young fellows on the 24th inst. On 
the morning of the 24th the 3 o’clock 
owl car, of which Jacob Engel was driver, 
started for the eastern terminus at Twenty- 
second street. Four youngroughs that were 


partially under the influence of jiquor, board- 
edthe car, shortly after which a fight ensued. 
A newspaper carrier named Lewellen, one of 
the principal witnesses, gave the following 
account of the difficulty: ‘*One of them took 
each corner of the car, and they commenced 
by saying they did not intend to pay their 
fare. They got very boisterous and noisy, 
and Jake Engel, the driver of the ear, 
came in and requested them to pay their fare, 
which they refusedtodo. Finally they did 
pay their fare’ after a good deal of trouble on 
the part of Jake Engel to compel them to do 
it. Wethen got along tolerably well until 
we got past the car stabies and arrived at 
the corner of Eighteenth and Market streets, 
when two of the roughs jumped on me, with- 
out apy provocation, and commenced to beat 
me. Jake Engel turned round to see what the 
row was and saw Foy and the otherfellow — 
beating me, when he took out his | 
whistle and blew it three times.” —~ 
This attracted the attention of Private Watch- | 
man Long, wao ran to the car, but before he 
reached it the roughs jumped off and ran to 
a vacant lot on Market near Eighteenth 
street. Lewellen pointed out one of the fel- 
lows, who afterwards ave his name 
as Foy as one of the men who assaulted him 
withoutany provocation. Foy ran, but was 
soon caught by the deceased and taken back 
to the car with much difficulty. Long placed 
oy in a seat and stood guard over him, 
at the same time whistling fora police offi- 
cer to take the man tothe Four Courts. Be- 
ing unable to attract an officer, he instructed 
the driver to sto at Eleventh street 
and he woul take him to 
the Four Courts himself. Engel 
saw the prisoner’s companions near the ear 


_ with rocks intheir hands and adyised Long 


not to start until an officer arrived, as the de- 
ceased insisted on going to the Four Courts 
with Foy at once. The car started while 
Long was still standing in front 
of Foy witb his hands on his shoulders. Be- 
fore they had moved many feet from the 
starting point rocks were thrown into 
the car. One broke a window and the other 
the peak of the watchman’s cap. The 
men were just outside ofthe car and burled 
Long fell back 
on the seat on the south side of the car and 
the rocks began to strike al} 
around him. Engel, the driver, 
continued to blow his whistle. The call was 
answered by Officer Stewart. Foy was taken 
to the Four Courts and Mr. Long to the Dis- 
pensary. The three assailants escaped. Dr. 
Dorset examined the wound and found thatthe 
frontal bone had been badly fractured by the 
stone and pronounced It in all probability fa- 
tal. He wastakento his home, rear of No. 
195 Walnut street, where he received fur- 
ther medical attendance. He was in a 
semi-comatose condition since he received 
the blow. <A few days ago Drs. Love and 
Mudd extracted twélve pieces of bone from 
the forehead, leaving the skull ex- 
osed, but they expressed bret 
ittle hope of recovery, as the man 
could not take any substantial food, and was 
sustained on nourishing liquid from Thurs- 
day. Foy was the only one of the crowd 
arrested that night. Next day, however, 
Charles Brown was run in by 
the police. He deniesall knowledge of the 
affair,and to-day said he was with the crowd, 
but left as soon as the trouble began. 
Coroner Frank has been notified 
and furnished witha list of the witnesses of 
the fatal difficulty. The deceased wasa reg- 
ular private watchman, having a commis- 
sion from the Board of Police Commissioners, 
and was inthe discharge of his duty when 
he received the fataliniury. He leaves a wife

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PROF. KING’S BIG BALLOON. 


The Contemplated Trip Across the At- 
lantic Ocean from Minneapuils. 
Philadelphia i.etter to New York Sun. 

Prof. Samuel A. King started for Minne.- 
polis yesterday with hisibig balloon, the 
‘Great Northwest.’’ OnsSeptember 7 he will 
begin a trip to the Atlantic coast, making ex- 
periments that will be of great value to him 
when he shall attempt at some future time to 
cross the Atlantic. Vrof. King is the most 
scientific of allthe aeronauts. He has none 
of the reckless daring of Donaldson, as the 
writer knows from experience, and of bis 
995 or more ascensions hardly one bas been 
without some good result from a scientific 
standpoint. Prof. King’s plans are known to 
but a few. Away out on Lancaster 
avenue, in Park Hall, he Was put- 
tifg the finisbing touches upon his great gis 
bag on Friday, and stopped in the hurry of 
his workto chat fora few minutes upon 
what he boped to accomplish. This voyasze 
from Minneapolis is one of several prelimi- 
pary experiments Lefore attempting to cross 
the ocean. When he takes that ocean trip he 
will run under the drag rope. In other words 
he will keep three or four hundred feet above 
the water, while the end of a long rope hang- 
ing from his basket, or rather life raft, will 
trailthrough the waves. The upper air cur- 
rent setting eastward he considers an explod- 
cd notion. Even if there were a current at 
the height of three anda half or four miles, 
the balloon would iose_ half = of its 
vas hy expansion before it could 
reach that point; anda balloon with half of 
its vitality gone at the outset wouldn’t be 
worth much in an ocean voyage. He goes 
upon this theory: Storms on the Atlantic re- 
volve ubout acenter, which center moves 
towardthe east. Although le might meet 
adverse winds one day and variable the next, 
the mass of the atmosphere will still be 
toward the east. In other words, for every 
step backward he would take two forward, 
and, if the bailoon could be made to float long 
enough, it would reach the other -side 
eventually. Of course. upon this theory no 
practical use could ever be made of balloons 
us transatlantic airships, but suchatrip could 
hardly fail to be of creat benefit to science. 


The “Great Northwest” is not as large as 
the Coney Island bag, which held 144,000 
cubic feet of gas. The new. balloon will hold 
100,000 feet only, but, as the gas used will be 
hydrogen, its lifting power will be very great. 
The balloon proper will weigh 700 pounds, 
the netting 300 or 400 more, and the basket, 
drag rope and anchor as much more. A 
dozen wen, at an average weight of 150 
pounds each, will add 1,800 pounds more, and 
then there is the ballast, and a good quantity 
must be taken, even if everything else is left 
behind. The balloon is mate of a dou>le 
thickness of rubber cloth, a material entirely 
novel to ballooning inthis country. At the 
toptbree thicknesses are securely sermed 
toyvether. The valve is made of cop- 
per, and weighs over = fifty pounds.

He Lived to Tell His Own Story. 
Wasbington Cor. Philadelphia Times. 


1 am reminded of a certain occasion when I 
was carried into my hotel one cold November 
day in 1875 with a bullet hole through one of 
my lungs. It was an ounce ball from a duel- 
ing !pistol,and as I was borne through a 
frantic mob all the doctors in that town ap- 
peared to swoop down upon me. At least ten 
of them gathered around my bedside, and, as 
I lay with the wind whistling through that 
wound, I instinctively estimated the chances 
as ten to one against me. Some of them were 
experienced army surgeons, whose profes- 
sional opinion to-day would carry more 
weight tomy mind than the professional 
opinion of Surgeon-General Barnes. There 
was no probing for the ball, because it haa 
been dug out of the sidewalk, and its path- 
way bad been direct. It was very simple of 
diagnosis, was that case, and it didn’t take 
the doctors very long to come to a conclusion. 
This conclusion was that I must die imme- 
diately, and that my case was unquestionably 
) hopeless. Mark you, bere were ten unani- 
mous doctors. Onthe strength of this pro- 
fessional judgment it would bave been no 
more thau common courtesy for me to have 
turned my face tothe wall and stiffened, but 
I was always noted for being contrary, and I 
refused to do if. 

Having scared my family into sickness by 
this death sentence and taken my “post mor- 
tem” before a justice, the ten doctors asked 
whether Il bad any preference as to where I 
should be buried, and then sit down and 
waited. There was one old surgeon, how- 
ever, who said I had one chance in twenty of 
recovery. It is unnecessary to trace the case 
further than to say thatin many respects lt 
was attended with the ups and dowas, a re- 
lapse with rigor and chills,etc., as that which 
bas marked the President’s. But the stom- 
ach was sound. It isfortbe purpose of il- 
justrating the position of these ten physicians 
who gave the premature opinion which al- 
most sacrificed a wife and almost brokea 
mother’s heart unnecessarily I have since 
written the obituary of three of these doctors 
who were so anxious to know where they 
should bury me. Andthey were good men 
and honest withal. Peace be totheir ashes. 
But if I have since entertained strong svmp- 
toms of contempt for professionali opinions 
on such matters I thinkI may be pardoned. 
I forgot to say, and will, therefore, add right 
bere,that 1 did not die.

In Nor- 
mandy andin Germanyl have eaten small 
fishes (“blanquette’’) which appeared to me, 
so far as form and shape went, to be the fry 
of the dog-fish, butthey are said be voung 
sprats. I did notlearn in New York what 
American whitebaitis supposedtobe. Itis 
larger and coarser than the English fish. 
Both of them, in my opinion, are greatly 
overrated as luxuries: Their flavor is chiefly 
artificial, a culmary artifice,and for their 
success they require a plenty of pepper, 
delicious brown bread and _ ~»butter, and 
dry champagne. As compared with soles 
they are **nowhere,’’ although as one of the 
preliminaries to an elegant banquet they are 
dainty to the eve and tothe palate. 

Itis asingular fact that while sone New 
York philanthropists are talking of intro- 
ducing shadinto the Thames, whitebait was 
long held to be the younz of the shad. In- 
deed, there are stubborn students of pisci- 
cu'ture who still foolishly cling to this theory, 
notwithstanding the fact that an old shad 
is a most scarce fish in. English 
waters. Once upon a time shad were 
p'entiful in the Thames. The shad propo- 
sition has long since been exploded, 
and it is pretty well established that whitebait 
is the young of the herring and the sprat, but 
chiefly ofthe herring. The attempt to set it 
up as a distinct species of fish cannot stand in 
the absence of milt and roe, neither of which 
have ever been found in the whitebait; nor 
bas a fish of this kind ever been found longer 
than three inches. They range from one to 
three inches in length, and then no doubt thev 
disappear to become sprats or herrings. It is 
a Silvery shining fish, with a slight tinge of 
green alongthe back. A net full of them has 
the appearance of very pale liquid silver. 

The loveliest picture of color in fish is the 
silver and gold and crimson of a ‘‘take’’ of 
herrings. Mackerel have aspecial radiance 
of their own, but the herring has few peers 
for beauty of form and color. Whitebait, as 
we know it in London,is found in most abun- 
dance in the Thames. Epicures say the 
Thames whitebait is the best—indeed the 
whitebait. Itis also takeninthe Firth of 
Forth and the Hamble. Mr. Bertram, an au- 
thority on the subject, says he has seen it 
brought out of the Humber, near Hull, and 
that he has heard of its being caughton the 
Moray Firth and in plentiful quantities off the 
Isle of Wight. Mr. Stewart, a well-known 
natural history draughtsman,told Mr. Bertram 
that he had seen whitebait taken in bushels 
in many parts of the Clyde, and that at cer- 
tain seasons while engaged in catching coal- 
fish,he had found them so stuffed with white- 
bait that by holding the large fish by the tail 
the little silvery whitebait had falien outin 
handfuls. In some districts the fry of vari- 
ous fish is caught and cooked ‘ip as_ white- 
bait, but your epicure cannot be deceived in 
this Way any more than your experienced na- 
turalist can be argued outof his settled be- 
liet that the herring andthe sprat are ma- 
tured whitebait. I am inclined to think that 
the whitebait of New York are the young of 
the shad. 


Arles and Her Daughters. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Arles is famous for the beauty of her dauch- 
ters. They area fine-built race of women 
and have asplendid manner of holding them- 
selves. Very distinct traces of the Roman le- 
fionaries who settled in Gaul are in the physi- 
ognomy and carriage of the Arlesienne. 
When I was last at Arles a sub-prefect took 
me through the town and its environs. He 
tolé me that from time immemorial the pop- 
Tiation was republican—another Italian sur- 
vival. There were nota hundred Bonapart- 
ist journals daily sold there when the empire 
Was In existence. As soon as a democratic 
organcame out in Paris it was demanded 
by a large number of persons at Arles. Al- 
though the town has adull and, unless on 
Sundays, a sleepy aspect, it is extremely 
prosperous. Those handsome girls who walk 
on Sunday in their picturesque costumes on 
the Mall earn a good deal of money. Their 
staple employment isin winding the thread 
from the cocoons of silk-worms. Carriavés 
are as rarein Arles asin Venice, but from 
different causes. The streets are narrow 
winding, dark, and paved with the shingle 
gathered along the Rhone in dry westher. 


How Bismarck Lives at Kissingen. 
Kissingen, in Bavaria, isthe favorite water- 


» ing place of the Empress of Austria, and it 


was there that the Empress Eugenie also 
liked to spend her summers, when her duties 
d&i not demand her presence in Paris. Prince 
Bismarck chose Kissingen for his resting- 
place during the ‘‘heatedterm,” some years 
ago, and has ever since been the lion of the 
neighborhood. He lives in great seclusion 
in an ugly and old-fashioned house at some 
distance from the kursaal, where society as- 
Sembies daily, and although hundreds of 
visitors walk down to the house in the * hope 
of seeing the ‘‘Iron Chancellor,’’ they rarely 
discover anything more striking than the red 
roof and the green blinds of the house. The 
irreguiar and badly-painted walls are par- 
tially concealed by foliage. The porte-cochere 
is so low that a gala carriage could not enter, 
and the oniy mark of rank or 
dignity abont the establishment is a 
rather shabby sentinel, who does 
honorary guard for the Bava-

are all of different patterns, and that the in- 

terior of the whole establishment is in the 

last stages of shabbiness. The Prince himself 

has become so enormous of late years that he 

can no longer occupy an ordinary dining 
‘chair. He sits on alow sofa, with his famous 

dog lying at his feet. He rarely dresses for 
dinner, especially when he is at Kissingen, 

but wears a loose coat of coarse cloth. Al- 
though the physicians are very severe With 

him, and punish him by powerful doses and 
privations when tbey discover that he has 
been dissipating, he still eats and drii:‘<s very 
much as he did during the famous yeat of the 
siege. Heiss fond of champagne, vf Bor- 
deauxand of heavy Spanish wines as ever, 
and there are timcs when they seem to dd him 
no barm. Bismarck was formeriv one of the 
greatest champagne drinkers in urope; half 
a dozen bottles had no more effect on bis gigan- 
tic frame than as mary e@asses would have on 
more ordinary people. But in his latter 
vears bis capacity has beenreduced. Young 
Prince Bismarck is with his father cthis year,a 
slight retirement from the society of the 
German capital baving been considered 
necessasy on his part after bis romantic ad- 
venture with the beautiful princess of Caro- 
latb. It is now saidthata marriage has 
beep arranged between Prince Herbert bBis- 
marck and the Countess Andrassy, daughter 
of the ex-Premicr of Austria. Bismerck’s 
company 18 as mixed us his wines. He re- 
ceives and entertains men of mark from all 
countries, and his. conversation is not only 
brilliant but is nearly always filled with wise 
remarks on current topics. Heis one of the 
few statesmen and politicians who under- 
stand the marked value of smalltalk. Heis 
very fond of showing bis accomplishments to 
his visitors, and it is said that one day re- 
ceiving a visit of Signur Manlini, the present 
Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs, Bismarck 
sat down at the piano and played a piece of 
his own composition, remurking afterward in 
an off-band manner that “tin Prussia poli- 
ticians found time to cultivate the arts.” ‘*So 
they do in Itaiy,’’? repiied the visitor, and 
taking a place at the piano he played over 
from beginning to end, and entirely from 
memory, the piece which he had just heard 
Prince Bismarck play for the first time. 


Carrying Pure Airc in a Knapsack. 
From the Rubber Era. 

Successful experiments have been carried 
on bv Mr. Warrington Smythe, at the New 
Seaham Colliery, near Newcastle, Eugland. 
with what is termed the Fleuss breathing ap- 
paratus. The importance of this invention 
will at once be apparent to those who are in 
any Way acquainted with the risk from suffo- 
cation run by firemen and by those employed 
under ground, where poisonous fumes are so 
liable to break forth and suffocate those who 
mav be subject tothem. With the aid of the 
Fleuss machine men can work without dan- 
cer under all these inimical conditions. 

The apparatus has the size and shape of a 
suldier’s knapsack, its principal portion be- 
ing a case of sheet copper, 12 inches long, 12 
inches wide and 2’: inches deep. The caseis 
internally divided into four longitudinal 
compartments, fitted up so asto secure the 
compiete circulation through them of the air 
that has been robbed ofits oxygen by passage 
throughthe lungs. Each compartment is 
fitted with small cubes of India rubber 
sponge, coated’ with specially prepared 
caustic soda. The air that passes from the 
lungs of the man (fitted with the ap- 
paratus passes through one side of a mouth- 
piece and down the corresponding short 
length of pipe over his left shoulder to the 
first compartment of the case. ,There 
it roes through a finely bal- 
anced valve, which gives way to the 
softest breath passing from the mouth, but 
is immovable to anything from the inside of 
the case. The partition of the first compart- 
ment fits closely up to the top of the case, 
hbutis about one inch open at the bottom. 
This arrabgement thus permits the respired 
air to pass down the first chamber and toen- 
ter the second atthe bottom. Here it circu- 
lates tothe top, where an inch opening in the 
next partition gives it passage into the third 
compartment, which 1t descends, to find a 
similar outlet at the bottom into the fourth 
chamber. Rising to the head of this com- 
partment, the air thus purified from the del- 
eterious matters that it has carried from the 
lungs passes through 4 valve into a pipe laid 
over the right shoulder of the operator. 
Oxygenis added by means of a small pipe 
that runs from the cylinder at the 
bottom of the case, and finds 
its opening close to the juncture of the 
clean air pipe and the before-mentioned In- 
dia rubber bag. This latter performs the 
part of a reservoir of pure and properly oxy- 
yenated air, and byits presence the act of 
breathing is rendered easy and natural. In 
fact, the only limit to the space of time dur- 
ing Which the apparatus enables the man to 
move about in the midst of poisonous. gases is 
the capacity of the oxygen cylinder and the 
individual’s physical ability to carry the cop- 
per knapsack about with him. The vapacity 
of the cylinders at present in use is one-fourth 
of a cubic foot, and as the oxygen is pumped 
in under pressure of sixteen atmospheres, 
they hold four cubic feet of the gas. The 
supply, which can be regulated through the 
medium ofa valve,is calculated to last for a 
four hours’ shift of work, although no man 
employed under such conditions of danger as 
require its useis keptat labor more than 
three hours at a time. 

An ess@gtial portion of the apparatus is the 
mask, to whichis attached a mouthpiece 
screwed on one side to the pure-air pipe and 
India rubber bag, andon the other tothe 
pipe conveying the expired air back tothe 
compartments in the knapsack case. 


Shrewdness That Saved a Newspaper. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The recent suspension for six months of 
the Golos, writes a correspondent at St. 
Petersburg, would have brought a loss of no 
less than 170,000 rubles to its unfortunate 
editor, but happily precautionary measures 
bad been taken in time,andthe authorities 
bave been completely tricked. Soon after 
the return of Gen. Ernroth from his mission 
in Bulgaria, one or two articles appeared in 
the Golos exposing, in cautious and moder- 
ate language, the absurdity of shedding Rus- 
sian blood forthe sake of making Bulgaria 
free only to hand her over a few months later 
to the despotic rule of a Battenberg. Of 
course, the General was angry, and, thanks 
tothe influence he enjoys in high places, 
easily secured the suppression of the paper, 
and, when he had no onger 
occasion to fear being answered, 
published a filibustering letter in 
which he accused the Golos of circulating 
“impudent and unfounded lies.’? But for 
once the bellicose General had reckoned with- 
out his host, and the man of the pen proved 
more cunning thanthe man of the sword. 
Among the contributors tothe Golos Prof, 
Modestoff haslong oceupied a high and hon- 
orable place, and some months ago he ob- 
tained the necessary permission to establish a 
daily political paper, The permission, it is 
generally reported, was applied for in conse- 
quence ofafear that the Golos might get 
into trouble, and therefore no immediate 
steps were taken to start the new journal. 
But when the blow fell Prof. Modestoff was 
ready, and within two days of the suspension 
the first number of the New Gazette was 
published. In form, type, political opinions, 
everything save the name,it is an exact re- 
production of the defunct paper, and is even 
printed at the same office. 
is laugbing at the sly trick, which, for sharp 
boldness, reminds us of Alphonse Karr, 
who, when his paper, Le Guepe, was sup- 
pressed, continued to publish it without any 
title at all. ’

Autobiography of a Notorious 

Bigamist and Forger. 3 

From the New York Herald. 

‘(I was born in Erie county, N. Y. My 
fathei’s name was Willis H. Morton. He was 
born. in Greenbush, N. Y., and -he was a 
civilengineer. My mother was Eliza Jane 
Silsbee, and she was born in the vicinity of 
Greenbusb. WhenI was about 7 years of age 
our family removed to Chautauqua county 
sue I lived there until I was 18 vears of age. 
in my fourteenth year I was sent to Heidel- 
berg, Germany, to the school of civil and mil- 
itary engineers, or, in other words, the old 
vymnasium of Heidelberg, where I graduat- 
ed, after about four years of hard study, as 
an engineer, military and civil. After retturn- 
ing to this country I engaged with Col. Ilez- 
ekiah C. Seymour. He was at that time 
Siute Engineer of New York, and was then 
located at a place called Drew’s Gulf, on the 
western division of the Erie Railroad, in the 
construction of the western division. After 
leaving that work,'crd the road was opened, Ll 
wus emploved as . . assistant in the topo- 
eraphical engineer corps ofthe army. Inthe 
summer of 18541 wentto the Pacific coast 
and served for a time in the topographical 
corps under ¢ien. Clark, the commandant of 
the department atthattime. After serving 
there until 1857—fall of 1857—I was selected 
hy Mr. Enghsh, then chief of the Bureau of 
I:ngineering forthe English government, to 
take charge of the survey for the Interocean- 
ic Railwayin Honduras, Central America. 
Aiter completing that work I returned to the 
States in 1859. Soon afterward I was married. 
I engaged then in bridge building. | 

“When the war broke out I entered the ser- 
vice as a private. 1 was one of the three 
months men. I served my time and then re- 
enlisted. Soon after our fight at Wilson’s 
Creek I was transferred from the line to de- 
tached duty as an engineer of military rail- 
rouds. When Gen. McPherson was appoint- 
ed General Superintendent of Military Rail- 
roads in the Valley of the Mississippi—the 
Army of the West—McPherson selected me 
as one of the superintendents. I remained in 
that capacity until the war closed—four vears 
and thiee months. 

‘‘After the war closed I was in 1865, 1867 
and part of 1868 disabled from any active oc- 
cupation with inflammatory rheumatism. 
After IL recovered enough to attend to busi- 
ness somewbat, I went into the bridge busi- 
ness in Chicago, In the fire of 1871 1 was 
burned out. In 1872 my wife died. Subse- 
quent to her death my little bov died, but 
five vears old. Inthe spring of 1875 [ wentto 
isurope and engaged again in the engineering 
department of the government of Great 
Britain as an engineer of bridges and viaducts. 
1 remained there until the fallof’75. ILlre- 
turned tothe States. Soon afterward I bur- 
iced my eldest daughter. She was then 15 
vears old. In the following April—the 
ti:st ofthe month—I went to Chicago to as- 
sist in the construction of the Chicago Cus- 
tom-house and Post-oftice, but declined to 
teke the position, fur the reason that I didn’t 
like to associate myself with the management 
that scemed to characterize that work. I 
went there at the instance and solicitation of 
Senator Oliver P. Morton, since deceased. 

‘*IT remained in Chicago until July. In 
June, 1876, my two remaining children, two 
little girls. were drowned while out sailing. 
The Ist of July, or about the Ist of July, I 
was summoned to Washington before the 
United States Senate, sitting as a High Court 
of Impeachment on the trial of Gen. Belknap. 
After that trial closed I returned to Chicago, 
from thencé to Davenport, Ia., and on the 
24th of July I was marYivg to my present 
wife; I thik it was the 24th. Tt was the an- 
niversary of her birth, and that is either the 
23d or 24th, I’ve forgotten which. A few 
days after our marriage we caine East and at- 
tended the Centennial Exhibition, at Phila- 
delphia, and then went to New Haven,where 
I have resided ever since. : 

“T was connected while there with the con- 
struction of what was then known as the 
Rochester, Oil City and Pittsburg Railroad, 
subsequently sold tothe company, whichére- 
organized it under the name of the Rochester 
and State Line Railroad. The most of the 
time after that | was employed as a consult- 
ing engineer and asthe expert. I received 
large compensation for my services, particu- 
larly as an expert, from the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern Company and the Canada 
Southern ligilroad Company—from 
the Lake Shore Company in the Ashtabula dis- 
a:ter investigation and the subsequent trials 
growing out ofit; fromthe Canada South- 
ern Company in their suits in chancery in 
Toronto, and in the United States District 
Court, before Judge Wallace, at Syracuse. 
I was employed by anumber of contractors 
to make estimates for their work in the mean- 
time, sometimes in one part of the country 
und sometimes in another.

Io two weeks 
afterward all the fifty sheep were inoculated 
with the unattenuated virus. Every one of 
the sheep that bad not been vaccinated 
died- of splenic fever io fifty hours, 
while not one of the Vaccin. 
ated animals suffered. Since that experi. 
ment, M. Pasteur stated that his time an! 
energies hsd been taxed to the utmost to 
meetthe demands for supplies of this vaccine, 
and thatinthe space of fifteen days in the 
departments surrounding Paris more thay 
orses and cattle had been 
vaceinated. Could there bea more convince. 
ing proof of the usefulness of human Vaccin- 
ation? The testimony of certainly the great. 
est authority in the world on germs of dis. 
ease ought to silence those insane persons who 
not only take their own lives in their hands, 
but are desirous of preventing others from 
benefiting by the great service rendered to 
bumanity by Jenner. Witha few fanatics at 
their headin England, they are not satisfied 
with giving troub!e at home, but are just now 
distributing gratuitously their foolisu publi- 
cations in this country. 


The Wind at Savannah. 
Atlanta (Ga.) Spectal to Chicago Times, 29. 

A terrific gale struck the city of Savannah 
on Saturduy, blowing all day and continuing 
through the night. Tbe wires are down be- 
tween this point und Savannab, and at this 
hour (10° o’clock) communication by teile- 
graph bus not been restored. A passenger 
who left Savannah last night, reachiny this 
point at 1 o’clock to-day, gives the following 
particuiars: The gale came down the Atlantic 
Coast from the northeast, striking the city 
about 8 o’ciock Saturday .morning. At that 
time it was blowing at the rate of thirteen 
miles an hour. It blew steadily all day long, 
cradually increasinpg in violence, until | 
o’clock at night, When it attainedits greatest 
velocity, seventy-five miles «aa hour, 
according to the signal officer, Whose 
«fice about that time was wunroofed, 
the signal station flooded with water, the 
flag poles, Vane, anemometer and rain-gauge 
being sweptaway. ‘The Cotton Exchange, 
the Post-ctiice and the Morning News buila- 
ipg were all unroofed. The compositors in 
the latter were working in water knee-deep 
at the hour of going to press. ‘The north end 
of the market was entirely demoelished. More 
than 500 lesser buildings, including hand- 
some residences and stores, were unroofec., | 


/ saw at least a thousand trees, manv of them 


abundred years old, torn up by the roots 
and lying mingled with tin roofing, shutters, 
fencing, etc., in the streets. I counted tifty- 
three lorge pines lying prone in the once 
beautiful city park, where the damage done 
was far lighver than in other parts of the dis- 
mantled city. The telephone wires were 
all blown down, and there is 
not a telegraph pole standing 
witbin fifteen miles of the place. I saw 
two dump carts which had been blown two 
bundred vards, and for miles and miles along 
the Central road the negro shanties were lit- 
erally swept away, the track of the storm 
being fringed with mattresses, pillows, 
chairs, tables, kitchen utensils, and furniture 
of all kinds. Bull street was overlapped 
with huge trees and torn roofs, so that it was 
impossible to pass it with a vehicle. The 
whole city was dismantied. The loss of life 
was great, but not accurately known, It is 
estimated that from thirty to filty were kill- 
ed and very many wounded. Seven grown 
persons were drowned at Tybee Island,twen- 
tv niles below the city, and three children 
were burned tbere in a house which took 
fire while falling. I sawthe bodies of the 
children, which were brought to Savannah in 
utug. The chief-engineer of the H.C. Beck- 
ett, which was Jying at wharf, was drowned, 
also his wife and three children, who were 
crossing from Hutchinson Island to the ves- 
sel. ITlearned the names, of many of the 
killed, but I cannot recollect them. The 
damage to property is estimated at one mil- 
lion dollars. 


Dueling in Prussia.

A few weeks ago Lieut. von Geyso,a young 
Prussian officer of remarkable promise, was 
shot to death by one of his comrades in a 
wholly unnecessary encounter.

One afternoon during some rezgi- 
menta) gymnastic exercises, Von Geyso re- 
fused a leap that bad been taken by 
of his fellow officers. Three of these, more 
in jest than earnest, shouted out, “You are 
au coward.’’ Von Geyso, having given fre- 
quent proofs of his personal courage, took no 
notice of these bantering exclamations; but 
a day or two later, finding himself shunned 
at mess by bis: comrades, he consulted his 
brother-in-law, Baron von Richtofen, as to 
the proper course to pursue, and by this 
ventleman’s advice challenged the three of- 
ticers to meet him in succession and exchanve 
two shots. Noserious consequences ensued 
from the first and second encounters: but 
Geyso’s third opponent shot him through 
the heart at the firstire, killing him upon

I will, however, attempt 
v ry shortly to give some idea of the most in- 
resting examples in this department. 

{ great deal of popular curiosity will, 
vcubtiess, be excited “A two thoroughly 
french toys on a large scale, both made by 
\. Trouve. The firstis the electrical boat, 
which isa full-sized boat for three people, 
yasing attached tothe near endof the rud- 
‘py a serew driven by asmall electro-motor. 
The screw passes through a void space in the 
ecider. The motor is fed by three large 
sohromate cells. The modeyof attachment 
of the screw causes it to assist the rudder in 
‘opning the boat, so that M. Tronve has been 
-ssily able to float round the artificial pond 
which surrounds the light-house in the cen- 
rr ofthe building, and to pass under the 
pi turesque arches by which it is spanned at 
‘he rate of about a mile an hour. 

The other is the electrically propelled bal-

The sait cure for cholera is like 
the lard cure—good enough when the hog has 
nothing the matter, but as soon as it sickens, 
it neescds good care, and remedies suited to 
its ailments. The real aathrax defies all 
cures. In Indiathe loss from plague was 
very great until they began to tee salt to 
their cattle, since which cattle accustomed to 
salt feeding have been exempt. Eminent an- 
alysis shows that salt is wanting in the blood 
of cattle afflicted with the plague. 


The Cabbage Pest. 


The imported cabbage worm has com? to 
Stay. His first summer on Long Island show- 
ed the natives that he was capable of advanc- 
ing the price of cabbage—#500,000 worth was 
destroyed in one season in the suburbs of 
New York. He has followed the tide of 
civilization and gone West. The problem 
now is, What will kill the worm and not in- 
jure the cabbage? We would suggest that 
deliverance must come by preventing the 
mothfrom laying the eggs onthe cabbage. 
We have suggested to our neighbors to try 
tving newspapers, or sacking, or nettine of 
any kind, over thecabbage plants during the 
prevalence of the moth; when it disappears 
the covering tobe removed. Few ofall the 
remedies so far named have given satisfac- 
tion. Prof. C. V. Riley, always practical and 
intelligent, suggests the wse of pyrethrum. 
He first tried it in 1879, but did not 
recommend it thatByear, as he wished to 
test it further. He has made tests, and caused 
tests to be made by agents, andthe general 
experience has been most favorable. He un- 
hesitatingly recommends pyrethrum for all 
the different worms which infest the cabbage 
plants. Prof. A. J. Cook, of Lansing, Mich., 
says he tried bi-sulphide of carbon as a 
weapon against these pests. It had been suc- 
cessfully employedin fighting the phylloxera 
in France, which suggested itsuse here. He 
made a small hole close to the p.ant, three to 
four inches deep, and turned into it abouta 
half teaspoonful of the liquid, then quickly 
tilled the hole with earth and packed it by step- 
pingon it. The same experiment was tried for 
the syuash-borer and with gratifying suc- 
cess. He thinks the bi-sulphide of carbon 
would prove effective in fighting the peach 
tree borer and the radish and onion maggots.

is represented that a few of the shallow- 
ated inhabitants of St. Louis who are di- 
rectly interested in the gambling business 
have united in a petition to the Police 
Board, requesting that august body to ig- 
nore the Johnson Law and permit “‘square 
gambling” to be carried on inthe city. Itis 
claimed by these highly moral and well- 
people that gambling is a ne- 
cessary evil, that the present law is 
severe and decidedly impolitic and that 
it ought, therefore, to be ignored by the ofli- 
ciais, Who bave no other duty to perform in 
the world than enforce the statutes as they 
findthem. It is a common argument with 
people who make a tiving by exhibiting games 
of uncertain eventuation that public gaming 
bouses give tone and ec/at to a city: that they 
attract country merchants and all classes of 
sporting people who visit cities in order to 
have “fa good time.” Itis claimed thatif St. 
Louis closes all her vicious places of re- 
sort strangers will give us the go-by and 
pass on to Chicago when they are in search 
ofafrolic. Itistruethatthe gambling in- 
stinct is very strongly implanted in man. So 
isthe whisky appetite, the inclination to 
steal and a hundred other passions that might 
be mentioned. A city that will undertake to 
pander to all the vices that are recognized as 
ineradicable will be likely to attract atten- 
tion. It will be what is called a “‘live’’ town, 
and sons of Belial will journey many miles, 
no doubt, to enjoy its. festivities and 
squander theix money there. It might be 
questioned, however, Whether this would 
be the right road to municipal grandeur. The 
theory that some particular gambler should 
be allowed to carry on his business and 
pocket the pennies of the fools who are de- 
termined to “‘gamble anvhow,’’ because he 
has established a reputation for ‘“‘square’’ 
gambling. is extremely beautiful and some- 
what novel. When that state of morality is 
reached it will be in order forthe city to sell 
gambling privileges, as is the custom in some 
sections of Europe. We presume there 
are gentlemen in this city who would 
give as muchas ahundred dollars per annum 
ferthe privilege of doing all the “‘square”’ 
gambling that the community requires. Mr. 
PATE, in whose interest this petition seems 
to be devised, would probably pay St. Louis 
double that sum to be chartered as the only 
“square gambler’? witb license to pursue the 
calling of faro and keno within the city 
limits. The fact thatthe gamblers have the 
impudence to urge the Police Commis- 
sioners to ignoie an offense which 
the law proclaims to be a_ felony 
shows what reckless, ignorant and 
demoralizing creatures they are. They 
might as well unite ina prayer beseeching 
the authorities to ignore the laws which pro- 
vide forthe punishment of murder. The in- 
stinct of murder is very strong in man anid 
there are times when homicide might be re- 
garded as ‘a necessary evil.” It occasional- 
ly happens that a ‘square’? murderey confers 
a direct blessing onthe community. The 
laws touching murder are just as straighte- 
forward as those which define’ the 
crime of gambling, but if properly 
appealed to the Police Board would probably 
deciare them “off” for the benefit of the gen- 
tlemen Who can’t refrain from occasionally 
taking a human life. As a matter of fact, 
professional gamblers are a dangerous class 
in any large community. . If they are pros- 
perous they are certain to assert themselves 
in politics—always seeking to elevate to 
power men who are decidedly lax in 
morals and inclined to look leniently 
upon vice—and if they are nof prosperous 
they are likely to stimulate all sorts of 
Smaljl crimesin their efforts to be so. We 
presume it will be some time before we find 
anybody 'icensed in St. Louis to conduct an 
establishment Where men who rob banks and 
boys who rob their employers will find gen- 
tlemen ready to administer te their passions 
for gaming.

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OUR FIRE DEPARTMENT. + 


A Few Points for Sexton Which Prove That 
Figures Don’t Lie. 


St. Louts, August 3l. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mr. Sexton presents the ‘‘discontented in 
surance agents’’ with ‘‘tigures’’ this morning, 
using the columnsof the Republican for the 
purpose. Mr. Sexton namesthe agents, but 
he means the merchants; forof course Mr. 
Sexton knows that the ‘‘discontented agents’”’ , 
have studied these figures, have personally 
examined the fire departments not only of 
Chicago but of other principal cities as well; 
and if their ignorance of the results obtained 
in those cities was greater, they would be bet- 
ter satisfied with results here. 

If the physical conditions of the two cities 


thus brought into comparison by Mr. Sexton 
were at all analogous, then the comparative 
poverty of equipment which our Fire Depart- 
ment presents would call forthe instant and 
imperative action of our business men to pro- 
tect themselves against the immediate peril 
of an utter obliteration of their property 
interests. Fortunately for those’ im- 
poitart interests, under present circumstan- 
ces, there, is no such near analogy. 
Chicago is largely a wooden city, located on 
“u prairie atthe edge of alake and gettinga 
lone reach of prairie and lake winds. Inthe 
very heart of it are immense lumber-#ards. 
The iver divides itintofour sections Which 
communicate only by drawbridges. Itis not 
uncommon tor these bridges to remain open, 
<0 that communication is interrupted be- 
tweenthe sections, for twenty minutes ata 
time. The necessity in Chicago foralarge 
equipment is thus at once appar: 
ent. No such equipment is re- 
quisite for St. Louis. It could not be ad- 
vantageously usedif we hadit. Wedoneed, 
and most of all, a better water supply, and 
more tire-plugs and fire-alarm boxes, and Mr. 
Sexton cannot emphasize more strongly his 
demand for these tuan t»e ‘‘insurance men’’ 
will reinforce it, nor excuse himself when he 
fails for lack of them more earnestly than the 
‘‘insurance men’’ will join in excusing him. 
We need, also,more truckKsand more hose; but 
Mr. Hl. Clay Sexton puts to very inade- 
quate use, in comparison with other 
Chiets, the trucks he has; and as to hose, the 
more he buysot the kind he uses the worse we 
are off, inasmuch as it almost always fails at 
the supreme moment ot dire danger, and 
without the assumed protection of this lame 
dependence people wonld resort to-other 
means for extinguishing fires. 

The Chiet does discredit to his real facts 
When he makes such parade of that 
recent $1,000,000 Chicago fire. As has already 
been shown in these columns, that 
locality, in the town of the Lake, had no con- 
nection whatever with the Chicago system. 
Only two engines were sent out, and they 
found no water when they gotthere. The 
Chicago insurance offices pay the loss, of 
course, precisely as the. St. Louis insurance 
oflices would pay the loss of Richardson or 
Whittaker’s East St. Louis pork houses, with 
their contents, if a fire occurred there. Sach 
pititul pleading as our great Fire Chief uses in 
this matter shows how necessary he deems it 
to raise a good deal ot dust to obscure the de- 
fenceless situation in which he finds himself. 
St.. Louis, indeed, has never had a million- 
dollar fire. The Chief is correctin this state. 
ment. But he forgets to say that St. Louis 
has had several tires in which everything 
burned in the buildings where they originat- 
edandin adjoining buildings besides; and if 
these were not ‘‘million-dollar’’ fires it was 
because there was not a million dollars there 
to burn. 

The ‘‘figures which do not lie’’ and which 
are most vital to this discussion are these:

Allthetalk in the world cannot ‘‘down’’ 
these eloguentfacts. Itis of no consequence 
tothe irsurance companies whether this ex- 
cessive loss ratio in St. Louis arises from the 
inadcquacy of the Fire Department ontheone 
hand, or its incompetency on the other. 
They will not long continue to do busi- 
ness under circumstances which, year after 
year, put the results so heavily agaiast them; 
and il the business men do not want to pay an 
increased rate forinsurance, and that soon, 
they may be inclined, seeing this thing in 
its true light; to help the agents, who are 
really working in their interest—and perhaps 
‘*the greatest fire chief inthe world’’ as well 
—to put the St. Louis Fire Department on a 
better basis for the prevention of fire losses.

THE CITY’S RIGHTS, 


As George P. Strong Defines Them 
in the Gas Controversy. 


— 


Hot Weather Literature for the Oppo- 
nents of the Compromise. 


Members of he Municipal Assembly have 
been furnished with summer reading in the 
form of a pamphlet bearing the title “What 
are the Rights of the City? An opinion on the 
Gas Question by George P. Strong.” 

Correspondence with which the reading 
matter commences shows that this contri- 


bution to gas literature was called out bva 
letter from J. K. Cummings which contains 
the following: 

‘‘In behalf of myself and my associates of 
the Citizens’ Committee, I desire your opin- 
ion as to

tothe city growing Out of the refusal of the 
St. Louis Gas Light Company, either to ap- 
poiptan ar itrator or to convey the gas- 
works to the city, according to the 
terms of its charter and the provisions of its 
contract of 1846, and also as to the validity of 
the act of 1868, under which the Laclede Gas 
Ligbt Company claims a perpetual charter. [ 
shall, of course, expect to remunerate you 
for your services in this mater.”’ 

Now, although the opinion is solicited for 
the Citizens’ Committee, a Post-DIsPpaTCca 
reporter, after some inquiry, found that sev- 
eral members of that body did not know of 
the existence of such a pamphlet. Further- 
more, it was found that member,of the Muni- 
cipal Assemblv,especially such as have shown 
themselves favorable to a continuance of the 
fight in the courts, bave been supplied with 
this opinion. Of its existence, however, 
there is no general information about 
the City Hall, and _ those officiais 
who are looking forward to the renewal of 
compromise negotiations as soon as the As- 
sembly resumes its sessions will probably get 
their first knowledge of Mr. Strong’s sum- 
mer work from the PosT-DISPATCH this 
afternoon. 

In reply to Mr Cummings, Mr. Strong 
wiites: ‘I have heretofore, at the request of 
members of the Municipal Assembly, given 
this subject much thought and attention, and 
pow I have again examined the various acts 
and contracts which are the foundation of the 
rights and obligations of the city and gas 
companies, and have consulted and quoted 
some of the leading authorities upon points 
involved, and lam more decidedly of the 
opinion than I have heretofore been that the 
main propositions I have stated can be fully 
sustained by the authority of adjudicated 
cases, ° 

“My clients will bear me out in the remark 
that in a practice offorty years I have never 
vet solicited employmentor stimulated litiga- 
tion in a single case, and I have no intention 
of beginning such a practice at this late day. 

“If those who bave been appointed to 
cuard tbe legal rights of the city shall con- 
clude that the city has rights in this matter 
that ought to be enforced in the courts of the 
State and sball desire my services as a law- 
yer, I shall the more heartily respond to 
their request from an abiding conviction 
that right and justice are on 
the side of the city; that a 
grievous wrong was inflicted upon it 
when tbe St. Louis Gas Light Company 
violated the obligations of its charter and the 
voluntary engagements of its contract of 1846 
by refusing to transfer the gas-works to the 
city, and that the law, if properly adminis- 
tered, as we bave no reason to doubtit would 
be, can and will compel the company to make 
ample amends for the wrong.” 

Then follows the opinion, of considerable 
lengtb, and well supplied with quotations 
from decision. Mr. Strong reviews the charter 
contract and the litigation and reaches the 
conclusion that *‘the city has not released its 
right to damages against the Gas Company 
for its refusal to appoint an arbitrator and 
‘arry out the provision of its 
cbarter and the contracts of 1846.”’ 

With respect to the Laclede Company Mr. 
Strong enters into an extended argument, 
the conclusion of which is that the city 
ought to test the validity of the act of 
1868. If this can be shown to be 
void then the Laclede must fall back on the 
act of 1857, which would make its charte 
expire in 1887, 

The circulation of tbe opinion is a matter 

importance, if in nothing else, 

it shows the opponents to a com- 
promise propose to enter early in 
the fight this fall. Just at presentthe City 
Hall people are looking to the settlement of 
the gas question as the source from which is 
to come incréased revenue and substan- 
tial rg mayne for street improvements. 
That they are not to bave their expectations 
fulfilled withouta heated controversy is ap- 
parent even at this early day.

FUN FOR BRUIN. 


A Bear Escapes From his Cage—Con- 
sternation inthe Street. 


There are two ways of looking at a bear. 
One is from the ordinary circus-goer’s 
standpoint of safety, and the other is from 
the bear’s standpoint of fun. When 
grazed at through the thick iron 
bars of his cage, Briii is an object of

The lion, the tiger,the leopard, the bear anda 
Vicious monkey, seemed to be perfectly con- 
tent with their new quarters, and made de- 
monstrations when they wanted something to 
eat. _Imagine the astonishment when 
at about 8 0’ clock to-day some 
children ran to the keeper with the an- 
nouncement that a big black bear was walk- 
ing around loose in the rear of the stable.

Their ideas appear 
to be to first break the market heavily, get 
the country nervous over these false reports 
and the depressed market, then call them 
sharply for large margins. This, they think, 
will Shake out the weak longs 
and scare most of the others into selling, the 
result of which would be a demoralized mar- 
ketand a heavy decline, all of which would 
be greatly to their advantage. So far they 
haven’t frightened any one very bad, and St. 
Louis is the least scared of all. 

In No. 2 white mixed corn there has heen 
an exceptionally heavy advance lately. This 
was caused by the small arrivals and offerings 
on the mharket, which did not near supply the 
urgent demand that came for it. All tbe 
stock of this grade, say 20000 bushels, is in 
the bands of Messrs. Billingsly & Nanson, 
who acquired it through deliveries upon con- 
tract while they were running their famous 
‘*May corner,.”’ The knowing ones whis- 
pered then that the longs would have their 
bearts broke and lose all the money they 
made on the “‘corner”’ in carrying the 
cash = stuff.

the Variety Stage.

How They ‘‘Make Up” and How 
They Amuse Their Audiences 
With Nonsense. 


_ —

A Key to the Business, Whereby Every 
Man May Be His Own Irish 
Comedian. 


The variety stage is responsible for a great 
many theatrical “‘what-is-its.’’ A few years 
‘ago there wasn’t so much variety to variety 
business as there is now; the projectors of 
mastodon and megatherian companies were 
pot in the field to encourage poor artists, and 
- only the really eminent and excellent in the 
profession came to the surface and were in- 
flicted on first-class audiences. Now the diz- 
ziest of the throng make their way to the 
footlichts in the largest cities and share about 
in equal parts the sympathy and applause of 
large and fashionable houses. The different 
branches of the business are subdivid- 
ed into more parts than there 
were formerly principal diversions, 
and every ramification of the profession has 
its exaited and insignilicant exponents. There 
areabundred and one different styles of 
song-and-dance men and song-and-dince 
women; serio-comics are as widely Variant 
from each other as they are numerous; 
sketch artists have, in their multiplicity, in- 
fringed upon the legitimate comedians, the 
wild burlesquers and the bighly operatic 
stars’ territories; there are scores of kinds of 
musical mokes, and thousands of performers 
with eccentric acts. The Irish comedian has 
been dressed and re-dressed and placed be- 
fore the public in any number of shapes, ex- 


tending from the one extreme of the neat 
Irish humorist to the other, at which stands 
the loud-mouthed, heel-clicking and head- 
breaking North of Ireland character. There 
are some performers on the variety stage 
who are successful in this latter 
line of business, but they are few. 
As in all other’ lines, the ranks 
have been filled up with men ‘and boys who 
are even more ignorant and ridiculous off the 
stagethan on, who have graduated from 
newspaper and boot-blacking routes to the 
back door ofthe stage, and whose limited 
powers of mimicry, whose retentive mem- 
ories for old and bad jokes, and whose rhbi- 
moceros-hide cheek and absolute ‘“‘ga!]" are 
their only recommendations to consideration. 
They, like all other really bad actors, look 
down upon evéry~brother professional, and 
imagine they attained the privileged 
height above which thereis no firm foothold 
foranybody. Itisthe pleasing prero-ative 
ofall poor artiststo have hallucinations of 
this kind and to dweil in temples of fame 
that are built upon the sands of their imazi- 
nations. aoeey ever disabuses hem of 
their egotistical ideas, and if anybody at- 
tempted todosohe would be set down as 
the gauzicst of “guys” for his pains. sul 
the Irish comedian, and especially the gentle- 
man who hails from the North of Irelan}, has 
multiplied so rapidly of late that the stock of 
ceay with which the original North of Ire- 
and comedian started many years ago has 
been turned over thousands of times, and 
modern andiences actually cry when they are 
made parties tothe ghoulish crime of resir- 
recting the dead and buried gags. It is the 
intention of the writer of this article to present 
a picture of ateam of North of Ireland com- 
jans and give an idea of the manuver in 
which they amuse their auciences, for some 
of the simple people who go to the theater 
are 80 déasily tickled that they tind 
themselves umused by the didlorue 
teeming with ancient Hibernianisins., 
The ttories chosen are invariaMy of the 
most vulgar and disgusting character, 
abounding in references and. suygestions that 
would not be listened to outsides of the thea- 
ter. ‘The peddlers of these rare bits of stave 
humor choose all manner of make-ups to set 
off their stock. A vorgeous plaid suit with 
baggy trousers and short coat, topped by a 
high white hatand completed with a can; or 
an outtit of semi-respectuble thin-sleeved and 
high-water broadcloth, with polished black 
stovepipe hat; or a hod-carrier’s rig: or 
any half-idiotic attempt to duplicate a lab- 
orer’s get-up. Any of these may be chosen: 
the clothes may differ, but the jokes 
and the ‘business’? are always 
the same. Canes and = stovepipe 
hats are even more necessary to the success 
of an Irish comedian than talent of any kind 
is. The canes are used for thumping the 
floor, the stove-pipe hats for banging each 
other in the face. There is‘a creat deal of this 
floor-thumping and hat-slapping, and in the 
rougher acrobatic aspirants to fame the feet 
are used freely upon each other and there is a 
reckless lot of falling and tumbling in break- 
neck style upon the stage. 

In making up his face the Irish comedian 
ey likes to indulge ina shrubbery of 
beard around the acck under a clean-shaven 

chin; if be aims at semi-decency in his busi- 
ness be will tolerate only brushy side-whisk- 
ers. A red expression around the nose and 
under the eyes and a wig to match bis special 
eccentricity complete his needs in this re- 
apect. 

The two specimens of Irish comedians 
chosen for presentation were in their veneral 
make-up of the neat type in their profession. 
They were here last seasom with Tony Pastor, 
and are thougbtto hold a bizh place in their 
particulariine. Their names then were on 
the walls and fences in large letter, 
and they came on late in the programme, 
which is always an indication of the estimate 
Placed on an act by the management. 

But here comes one of them. The Stein 
Sisters have just tinished asong and danc>, 
the flat for the street scene comes together, 
the orchestra starts up a familiar Irish me!- 
ody, and, after a few vars, one of the come- 
diang enters. He is tall, wears a gray woolen 
suit of fashionable cut, has a bigu bat that 
ever in the world would sit onan Irish head: 
a red-haired wig, partly bald, is secured ua- 
der the het; gaiters with bieck overzaiters 
clothe the feet, and the face is smooth and 
entee!,except upon the chin, whamee a lonyz, 
thin red beard protrudes like a plowstare. 
An ordinary twenty-five cent cane completes 
the outfit. We looks like a carriage-driver 
or a Fourth Ward — saloon keeper

After the song he exits anc 
comes in withjanother armful of ‘‘chestnuts,”’ 
as old jokes are called in the profession. The 
partner is known as Solomon O’Toole, or 
something of that sort. He is dressed in 
square-cut frock coat, high vest and panta- 
loons, bas a squatty white square-top stiff 
bat, side whiskers, carries a cane, and alto- 
gether seems a quiet and harmless fellow. 
lis tongue is broguey but clear, and he 
speaks with a rapidity which suggests that he 
is either ashamed of what he is saying or 
is afraid, he will forget some partofit. He 
savs: 

“Now I’ma mancanshtand a joak, but 
when I go into a barber shop on Sunday 
mornin’ and the colored barber pins a news- 
paper under my chin an’ hands me a towel 
to read, it’s going a Jittle toofar. [ Laughter. | 
But whena man goes out inthe mornin’ 
nowadays there’s no knowin’ whether or not 
he’]] come back alive agin’ atnoight. The 
otherday I went to see a friend o’ moine 
named John Gilligan, who lives at Newton- 
Stewart, aboutten moil from Poketown, oo 
the Hog an’ Hominy Road, an’ he tuck me 
to heara South Caroliny preacher who was 
preachirt’ an eloquint sarmin. Everything 
wentail roight untilthe preacher sez, sez 
he, ‘When God made the first man He stud 
him up agin’ a fince to dhry.’ I hollered 
out, ‘Who made the fince” and, be heavens, 
they bounced me on the impulse ay the mo- 
ment. [Lavughter.] But as I said before, when 
aman goes out in the mornin’ he never 
knows what’s goim’ tobappen. The other 
mornin’ Iwent over to the Laclade—lI go 
there every mornin’—tbere’s a friend 0’ moin 
boardin’ there by the waik, an’ when he laves 
townl go over there and ate his males; 
but I went over there the other mornin’ 
an’ picked up a mornin’ paper am’ I read an 
article headed ‘The Chinalce Must Go.’ 
Now, be heavens,I don’t want the fellow 
that’s got my three shurts togo until I vet 
them backfrom him. |[Laughter.] A frind 
o’ moine named Gilligan bought a goat the 
other day, an’ he goes about sthreets atin’ 
upeyster cans and knockin’ the children 
overin thegutther.

One 0’ thimis avery good b’y; he hasn’t 
spintacint for two years; he’ll be outin 
October. |Laughter.] The other b’y will 
make his mark in the world; in fact he 
med bis mark on me the other night. He 
put atack on a chair, with the billegeriat end 
to’rds me, and Whinl wint to sit down I got 
up ag’in. I don’t carehow olda man wm or 
how tired he is, When he sits down on the 
billegerint ind avyatack heis bound to aa- 
sume youthfulness. [Laughter.] It may be 
but a momentary assumption,put the agil- 
ity isalwaysthere. ‘The other mornin’ I in- 
tered a frind’s saloon. There were vrape 
skins ap the flure,and I sez to him, ‘flow do 
you do, Cassidv? I see you hed a party here 
last night.’ ‘What makes you think 80? sez 
be. ‘Because [see the grape skins on the 
flure,’sez I. ‘Thim’s not grape skins,’ sez 
Cassidy. ‘Thim’seyes. Some of the boys 
hed a tight.’ [Laughbter.| Bat I was ex- 
pectin’ a frind o? mine down here. Ah, here 
he comes.’’ 


“Levi, how are vou?” 

“I’m well, Solomon. It’s avery wet.win- 
ther we bad last wiuther.”’ 

“Yes. Did you buy any rubbers yet this 
year?”

‘Good year.” 

“Where did you go when you left me the 
other night?”

Solomon looks for a moment with astonish- 

ment at McGinnis, thumps his stick azainst 
the floor, and walks in acircie around tne 
Stage, as if terribly disgusted at being “‘sold.” 
This look, cane-thumping and walk arouni 
are stereotyped Hibernianisms, and are intro- 
duced at the end of each ‘*se}!.’’ As Solomon 
O'Toole gets sold all the time, this end of the 
business is as exclusively his as i€ he had a 
patent on it. 
. “I winttinto a salune thig\mornin’,” said 
Selomon,“to get aglass of Heer. I got me 
beer /ped foive sints, and wuz-goin’ to blow 
the foam aff it, whin mebody cried 
ont ‘foigbt.’ Llaid down m¢ beer and run to 
the dure, but there was; 0 foight at all:

Fwhatiz the differince betwane you an’ a 
jackass??? 

“No differince,”’ shouts Salomon, throwing 
up his hands andcoming down the stage 
shaking with laughter. Suddenly 
the fact dawns upon him that 
he has made a mule of himself. 
His face assumes a bewildered expression, 
and he hastily retires from the scene follow- 
ed by Levi McGinnis, while the orchestra 
strikes up a lively air in anticipation of the 
encore which is to call the comedians out to 
do a widd Irish reel. 

The foregoing is not a full dialogue, but it 
is sufficient to suggest to anybody so inclined 
what he must @o and learn to become a first- 
class Irish comedian.

Give milch cows extra feed as soon as signs 
of talling off are seen. 


A run in the pasture at night will be bene- 
ficial for a working team. 

Piss protit by a good run on clover or fresh 
grass. When slaughtered, they should weigh 
au pound for each day they are gld. 

Pennsylvania yields oné-fifth of the rye 
produced in the country. The annual pro- 
ductin that State ranges between 3,000,000 
4,000,000 bushels. 


Watch your colt’s hoofs, and see they are 
peared as oiten as necessary. The hoof is not 
a thus benetited, but tie action of the ani- 
mal frequently improved. 


At this season ofthe year do not let stock 
graze the pastuae too close. Feed hay, or 
what is better and cheaper, fodder-corn, and 
provide an abundance of pure, fresh water 
and shade from midday sun. 


Green corn, as soon as the grain begins to 
harden, is the — best fattening food avail- 
able to the general farmer for feeding swine. 
The pigs eat with a peculiar relish, and will 
grow and fatten upon it with surprising 
rapidity. 

A Lexington, Ky., correspondent writes: 
“The gardeners in this section have adepted 
salt brine as a complete remedy for the worm 
incavbage.

To kill bushes along fences and elsewhere, 
where not wanted, cut them down often dur- 
ing the growing season, «nd be sure to do it 
once in August.

Nothing makes a farm look worse than to see 
bushes growing along fences and in other 
places. 


To give hogs plenty of muscfe, let them 
have all the exercise they will take in a ten- 
acre lot. Fat, which does not go far as food, 
comes from abundant food and little or no 
exercise. Lardy hogs are not generally as 
popular asthey once were.

Schools of Crime in Which Boys are 
Made Familiar With the Worst 
Phases of Iniquity. 


The opening of the regular dramatic sea- 
son bas knocked the audiences of the low re- 
sorts silly, sotospeak. The young people 
who are the particular prey of the proprie- 
tors ofsuch institutions as the Canterbury, 
Albambra, Crystal Palace and Globe Thea-

These nights are particularly prolific in smal) 
change for the patrons of the variety-shops, 
and there they sit from 8 _ o’clock 
until midnight, paying nickels (for 
half-glasses of beer, or _ probably 
yenturing to pay more for the more hazardous 
drinks called wine and whisky, which are al- 
ways found behind thesmall and dingy bars 
altached to these establishments. Not only 
men and boys, but young women, are among 


the frequenters of these places. The females 
have been, of course, unsexed, probably long 
before they allowed their feet to wander into 
these resorts, and no astonishment is felt or 
wonder expressed by the regular patron to 
find his neighnpor in the closely crowded chair 
with a young womanin giddy, millinery and 
gaudy dress, with the colors of the rainbow 
chalked upon her countenance, smoking 
a cigar big enough for Chany, the 
Chinese giant, and pping her carmine 
lips into amug of beer with as much sang 
froid as a levee roustabout wraps his teeth 
around the blood-red core of a watermelon. 
These female frequenters are most numerous 
on the moneyed nights,when they have one eye 
on enjoyment and the other eve on business. 
They know the genus “grav” the moment 
they clap their opticson him, and, having 
recognized him, itis avery easy matter to 
“pick him up.’”? Once picked up, the siren 
bas himinthetoils for all the beer she can 
ret under her ee, and after that she 
leads him by a figurative chain of 
roses through a_ skKatorial meander until 
sunlight breaks in through his window in the 
morning and playing upon his face awakens 
himtoa realization of the ‘‘dead broken- 
ness” of his pecuniary and the utterly 
wrecked attitude of his physical condition. 

The wine room orthe stage box is the ob- 
ject to Which every young patron of these 
bouses hopes somefnight to attain. The ad- 
mission fee, fifty or seventy-five cents, is 
smaib, but the funds necessary to 
complete the enjoyment and to add the 
supreme pleasure to a visit to these delicht- 
ful precincts—ihe money to buy beer for the 
serio-comic vocalist, or the danseuse or the 
virl who wreathes herself around the flying 
trapeze—this offers an obstacle that is not 
often overcome without a preliminary crime, 
such as pilfering from employers or stealing 
from parents.

How Herman Hilden Righted His

A St. Louis Tragedy Whose Final Scene 
Was Played in Wisconsin. 


The following telegram was received this 
morning from Milwaukee: 


MILWAUKEE, August 30.—About 10:30 last 
night a man named Herman Hilden, a Ger- 
man, shot and instantly killed his father-in- 
law, Paul Kimmer, and mortally wounded 
his mother, Mrs. Paul Kimmer, at the resi- 
dence of the Kimmers, No. 569 Clinton 
street. Hilden was at once arrested. It 
was learned that Hilden was from St. Louis; 
arrived here last Saturday evening with the 
intention of murdering his mother and father- 
in-law, for he did not gotothe house until 
to-night about ten minutes before he did the 
shooting. He endeavored to escape, but was 
caught. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter was at once 
detailed to investigate the matter and develop 
the locab features of the case. Herman Hilden, 


the young man who didthe shooting, has been 


engaged for upwards of a year past at the 


Pianters’ House saloon as bartender. Mis 
father, Sebastian Hilden, is a waiter at the 
Monkeys saloon and restaurant, corner of 
Fifth and Walnut streets. He knew nothing 
whatever of the tragedy untila copy of the 
telegram from Milwaukee was. shown him 
by the reporter. After a momentary 
agitation Hilden exclaimed in German: “I 


did not know that Herman was in Milwaukee. 
He was there a few weeks since on avisit, but 
heisherenow. You had better inquire at 
the Planters’ bar. lf he is not there he must 
have gone back. Itmay be true that he shot 
Kimmer for running my wife away from me.”? 
An inquiry at the Planters’ bar 
elicited the fact that young 
Hilden had left bis situation on Sunday af- 
ternoon, and, after spendinga portion of 
the day following among his acquaintances, 
bad taken the evening train on Monday for 
Milwaukee. Mr. Fred Kamps, of the Plant- 
ers’ bar, and Mr. Chris. Lohman, a cigar- 
store-keeper, who was on familiar terms 
with young Hilden, accompanied the reporter 
toi: the Monkeys saloon for a 
second interview with the father, Mr. Kamps 
acting asinterpreter. Hilden gave the fol- 
lowing story illustrating his domestic trou- 
bles: ‘**My wife has been the ruin of me and 
my family, and now sheis the cause of my 
son Herman being behind the bars at Mil- 
waukee. 
man, doing a large busi®ess 
a wool-spinner in the old 
country at Kroppingen, Wurtemberg. We 
were comfortably domiciled and we had four 
children, all boys. My wife wasa handsome 
woman, fond of attention and flattery and 
very much given to flirtation with other men. 
She carried on scandalously with a promin- 
ent railroad manin the old country. I had 
occasion once to visit my native place on 
the borders of Belgium and left my wife and 
family behind im Kroppingen. uring my 
absence my wife packed up everything, gath- 
ered the children together, took all the money 
that she could lay hands on and set sail for 
America. I followed my family as soon 
as I could settle up my business af- 
fairs, and found them all located 
at Milwaukeé. We all lived together again, 
and I started in the saloon business on Chest- 
nut street. Aftera time my wife got ac- 
quainted with Paul Kimmer,the man that 
you say my son shot and killed last night. 
Kimmer was at that time a teacher in the St. 
Joseph’s Catholic Schools. He had 
been married before and had 
three daughters. His attentions to 
my wife soon became matters of public 
scandal in Milwaukee, and in the end he was 
dismissed from his position as teacher. M 
saloon business suffered from all this, and 
J got crazed with family trouble, and one 
thing and another broke me up. When I 
eould no longer support my wife she took the 
two boys, erman and Oscar, 
and came down to &t.. Louis. She 
was very soon followed here by 
Kimmer and his three daughters, and as 
they were all musical!y inclined Kimmert or- 
ganized a troupe consisting of himself, my 
wife, bis three daughters and my son Oscar.
